His name is Chuck Brinkman; his age, 
twenty-one; height, about six foot three; 

Chuck is the man 
behind the WELI microphone, in New 
Haven, Connecticut. He’s the popular 
host of New Haven’s most listened-to 
show, “Juke Box Saturday Night’, 
which is aired each Saturday from 7:00 
p.m. to 1:00 a.m. In addition to his 
“Juke Box” duties, Chuck runs “The 
Music Hall” each weekday afternoon 
from 1:00 p.m. to 6:00 p.m. 

Yes, Chuck Brinkman is quite a busy 
lad, but as he puts it “It’s fun — I 
love keeping tabs on the top records in 
the country, I love to listen to them -— 
and, above all, I love to spin them for 
my listeners.”

Chuck hails originally from Cleve- 
land, Ohio, and has been platter-spin- 
ning since he was seventeen years old. 
He picked up his technical radio know- 
ledge at the Ohio University Radio 
School, but his poise, personality and 
style are all self-developed via many 
microphone hours of experience. 

In addition to “pop music”, Chuck is 
an avid tennis fan, and we understand 
he swings a pretty fine “racket”. He 
digs the vocal sounds of Miss Dorothy 
Collins of the female set and considers 
Frank Sinatra the “most” among the 
males. 

Folks within the range of WELI’s 
power set-up are a mighty lucky lot, 
inasmuch as they can pick up on the 
swingin’ chatter and platter spins as 
offered by this kid with the personality- 
plus. Chuck says: “Hi, to everyone out 
there across the ‘48’ — sure wish we 
could talk to you, that would be great!” 


Ralph Phillips, of Radio Station WR- 
BR, Baltimore, Maryland, said the fol- 
lowing when asked to give a_ brief 
statement that would enlighten our rea- 
ders as to the programming techni- 
ques he’s been using — which have won 
him the reputation as one of the top 
disc jockys in the Baltimore area, and 
perhaps in the South East. 

“I try to keep my finger on the pulse 
of public opinion by picking up all the 
information I can from the trade pub- 
lications and local sources. My experi- 
ence working as a live musician and 
singer on radio and local engagements 
helps me select records for “Melody 
Ballroom,” which provides a wide var- 
iety for the many different types of 
listeners. I reach for quality records — 
not only top artists, but recording qual- 
ity and top musical backgrounds. 

“In my experience with ‘Melody Ball- 
room’ it is interesting to note there is 
a decided predominance of male vocal-

ists as soloists or in groups bearing out 
the observation that popular music finds 
its biggest audience with females from 
the ages of 138 to 50.” 

Now for some personal data on the 
popular microphone maestro, Ralph 
Phillips. Ralph was born in Bostom, 
Mass., and attended school through the 
seventh grade. He then moved to Provi- 
dence, R.I., where he received his high 
school graduation diploma. His e 
cation was furthered with a scholar- 
ship to the Peabody Conservatory of 
Music. 

Upon completion of college, Ralph 
worked with a few bands as a singer 
and trumpeter and continued him musi- 
cal work fronting a band in Uncle Sam's 
Army. When he was discharged, he 
joined WFBR as a vocalist and later 
worked into announcing and deejay 
work. He’s been with the station on a 


full-time basis for the past seven yeara.. 
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“Looking like a college professor is 
all right if you are a college professor, 
but when you’re a disc jocky and look 
like a professor, you always have to 
reassure people of who you are.” 

So says d.j. Alex Cooper, one of the 
“Big Five” disc jockeys of Los Angeles’ 
top independent radio stations, KLAC, 
whose prematurely gray crew cut hair, 
horn rim glasses and conservative 
dress make him look like he would be 
more at home lecturing on the history 
of Azurbaijian than past hits of Perry 
Como. 

Cooper, who has been rated among 
the top spinners in the West for the 
past five years, is one of the most 
active personalities in Los Angeles. 
Each year he promotes his “Holiday 
Hop” show at the Hollywood Palladium, 
assembling some of the biggest names 
in the entertainment field for a special 
charity show for teenagers only. Last 
year’s “Hop”, held on December 26, was

headlined by Jayne Mansfield, Tab 
Hunter, Mamie Van Doren, “Cool Dip” 
Singh, the young Indian sensation, the 
Four Freshman and the bands of Ray 
Anthony and Jerry Gray. Over 5,000 
youngsters packed the Palladium for 
the show, which was M.C.’d by Alex. 
As a feature of his daily 4-hour rec- 
ord stint, Alex sets aside 2 hours for 
his “Ten Top Tunes” program. In this 
show, Alex spins the top ten tunes as 
selected by students of Junior and 
Senior High Schools throughout South- 
ern California. Over four hundred 
schools now participate in this activity. 
Many times he will bring recording 
stars to the schools and put on a show. 
Other times he M.C.’s the assemblies 
and presents student talent. In 1956, 
Alex made appearances in 46 schools. 


_ He also has his own television program 


in Los Angeles called “Spotlight on 
__, Youth,” sponsored by Coca Cola.

On April 1, 1956, 
“Graduation Day,” which was written 
by Joe Sherman, the man who does the 
boys’ arrangements, was released
